AKTESI4N WEUJ9. 


The following communication on tbe 


•object of artesian veils, will, no doubt, 
be read with interest by tbe people of 
Nevada: 


There is no subject more deserving 


the intelligent attention of the people of 
Nevada than the subject of "Artesian 
Wells." The great refrigerator lying 
west of the State in the form of the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains, baa been, 
and ever will be a condenser of tbe 
moisture freighted inland by the winds 
and in the clouds from the Pacific 
Ocean. 
This western sectioa of tbt 


continent's vertebra 
will continue a 


storer of moisture in its reservoirs of 
ice and suow to the exclusion of all 
that portion of tbe State east of the 
eastern slope or declivity of the mount- 
ain range. 


The equilibr|am of the forces of na- 


ture provided And necessary for a co- 
pious rainfall within the State, is so 
interfered with by these mountains that 
no dependence upon a more bountiful 
supply in the future can be placed in 
the causes now at work tending to that 
end, such oa planting trees, cultivating 
and irrigating the soil. 
These well es- 


tablished facts in natural law, should 
call forth tbe best efforts and energies 
of tbe people and of the State in provid- 
ing such means as we possess for over- 
coming these natural environments oi 
our State, the means necessary are al 
baud and I hope within our reach in a 
thorough and properly regulated system 
of irrigation by surface water and water 
from artesian -wells. 
The whole of 


our State IB within the radius or belt 
affected by the conditions above men- 
tioned, it would, therefore, properly be 
tbe work of the State to provide the 
water for proper irrigation. Systems ol 
artesian wells can be provided for the 
irrigation ot all portions ot the State 
capable of cultivation, where surface 
water cannot be had for that purpose. 
I am well aware, with our limited knowl- 
edge of the geology of the State, the 
trend of its bed-rock and the depths o: 
super-incumbent detritus matter, thai 
no reliable data could now be given o: 
the probable depths in many parts ol 
the State necessary to seouie a flow of 
water from wells, but one condition 
necessary for a ready and comparative 
estimate of cost, depth, availibility anc 
utility of artesian water, is ever present 
in the mountain ranges of the State 
In order to illustrate the possibility o: 
an artesian -well system, I will take for 
the purpose tbe mountain range south 
of and paiallel to tbe Humboldt river 
In that portion of tbe State there is no 
perennial streams south of and flowing 
to tbe river, from Humboldt Lake to 
Gravelly Ford, an approximate distance 
of one hundred and seventy miles, and 
there is but very little, if any, water 
now flowing into the river from the 
north side, between the points named 
yet the river maintains its volume oi 
water to the lake. In no other way 
could the river retain its volume oi 
water buc by under drainage from the 
mountains over and through tbe bed- 
rock of the country. If these subter- 
ranean streams were tapped by wells 
the waters now passing off over tbe bed- 
rock would be brought to the surface at 
small cost per well and lauds irrigated, 
the productive capacity of which has 
not yrt entered the mind of most of our 
people. For the purpose of developing 
a system of wells along the line indi- 
cated, a proper knowledge of tbe subjecl 
is necessary for intelligent wotk, iu or- 
der that money may not be improperly 
expended. 
To that end it would be 


neoeHsary whenever and wherever it 
Should be concluded to sink or bore a 
well, to ascertain before doing BO the 
trend and dip of the bed-rock, the prob- 
able depth of detritus matter over the 
bed-rock; also the capacity of the mount- 
ain or mountains at whose basa tbe 
intended well is to be bored to furnish 
water in quantity. These matters are 
easy of ascertainment by experienced 
geologists and engineers. 


In all parts of tbe world hitherto 


prospected, tbe insight which observa- 
tion and study gives the savant, has en- 
abled him to point out with almost per- 
fect precision tbe course oi tbe subter- 
ranean waters. At Calais, engineers, 
after a full examination, bored through 
the soil and upper strata, for the pur' 
pose of tapping the subterranean waters 
flowing under the Straits of Dover from 
tbe mountains in England. A stream 
of water was out, and a continuous flow 
from England obtained. 
In the Alger- 


ian Sahara the engineers mark before- 
hand in tha middle of that barren and 
arid desert the places where abundant 
springs should gush out, and subse- 
quent efforts to secure water by boring, 
has established tbe almost unerring cer- 
tainty of getting water according to data 
made at the time of location. Thus the. 
Sahara is being transformed, and its 
shifting sands that have entombed the 
caravans of India and Asia from remot- 
est ages are stilled, and tbe habitation 
of man and life replace tbe long reign 
of desolation and death elsewhere than 
on Sahara. The broken rock strata of 
Nevada, because of volcanic action, 
might m some measure deceive in some 
places and miscalculations result, but 
no material inconvenience to the devel- 
opment of any general system of wells 
could follow from broken rock strata.

There nover has been a Map of 
the State prepared heretofore worthy of the name, and it is intended 
to fill a long-felt want on the part of citizens. It has been litho- 
graphed at large expense by the famous publishing house of Bond, 
McNally & Co., of Chicago, and does great credit to their well-known 
skill in the art. The Map is drawn on a scale of 12 miles to the inch, 
and shows all surveyed Townships up to date of issue, also all Mount- 
ain Eanges, Valleys, Kivers, Creeks, Brooks, Streams and Lakes; it 
also shows the correct position of all Indian and Military Eeserva- 
tions, and all Cities, Towns and Settlements; also all Kailroads and 
the prinoipa Wagon Koads. The County Boundaries are also de- 
picted with absolute correctness, which is something that no other 
Map has even approximated to. 


The Map is printed on the best of paper, and mounted with stick, 


top and bottom, with tape on edges and varnished; it is also printed 
on thin, strong paper, which folds up in stout covers for pocket form.
